Iii reply to your statement for sug­ 
gestions, I wish to say that if the 
citizens and capitalists who control 
the factories and different industries 
of the city of La Crosse would fath­ 
er their own interest by employing a 
greater percentage of men who arc at

TH E MUM MR. ROGERS. 


Throughout the inquisition into the Standard Oil company’s 
affairs, 
the attitude of Henry H. Rogers, its shining light, has been one of open 
defiance of the law and the people of the United States. He has scoffed, 
sneered, smiled and actually laughed at the law and its representatives 
He has turned the investigation, thus far, into a farce. Now 
he must 
show cause why he should not be punished by the New York 
supreme 
court for contempt, for refusal to answer questions asked by the supreme 
court of Missouri. 
Obviously hiscnly 
motive in thus defying the authority of the Mis 
souri officials is to protect the Standard Oil company, of which he is 
a leading official, and if he is upheld in his refusal to furnish infor­ 
mation it will greatly hamper the state of Missouri in its efforts to prove 
the illegal practices which are charged against the trust. Nor is Mr. Rog­ 
ers the only one who has thus closed his lips against revealing secrets of 
the trust, for other employes who have been called to testify have evinced 
the same disposition, and in fact it looks like a plain conspiracy to defy the 
authority of the law and defeat its objects in securing justice for the peo­ 
ple of Missouri. It is sincerely to be hoped, therefore, that some way will 
be found to make these unwilling witnesses open their mouths and 
tell 
what they know' of the methods and practices of the trust which they serve, 
and which they seem to think is greater in power than the law or the peo­ 
ple themselves 
Their very reluctance to tell the simplest facts in connec­ 
tion with the trust’s organization and operation is enough to arouse sus­ 
picions that the truth would be most damaging to its interests.
